WHOLESALE GOLFING 


It is a notable thing for a civilian army of 


men to spend a Saturday afternoon solemnly 
following a couple of other men chasing a 
couple of small balls around a 100-acre lot. 
Such armies, observed lately, are said to be 
growing notably. And it's all right—provided 
they're not merely running away from their 
work. It gives them good exercise and, in a 
way, a sort of dignified sense of communing 
with nature. 


But when nature-loving groups run to such 


numbers as 10,000 or 12,000 commuters on 
one golf ground on the same Saturday after- 
noon, it seems to call for special analysis. To 
such a height has a little old Scotch game 
come in a lifetime, after transplanting in this 
new world. 
. There is good exercise in it, for the fol- 
lowers as well as the participants. It is by 
no means a mere two-man enterprise. Says 
a sports writer: 


"Golf is the only game that demands 


physical condition in both the competitor and 
the spectator. To see anything of a big golf 
match, you have to have the speed and agili- 
ty of a jack-rabbit, the neck of a giraffe and 
the nerve of a brass monkey." 


He maintains that it is really a "partici- 


pant sport", calling for "the ambition and 
stamina to leap from crag to crag like a 
mountain goat." 
• .... 


But sometimes it gets to be rather hare 


on the grass, with such mobs paying homage 
to those little balls. 


CHANGING BACK 


The War Production Board seems wise in 


deciding to let business management handle 
the reconversion of industry, rather than to 
do it by direct government control. It is 
really industry's job, anyway. A shrewd 
statement along this line is made by Chair- 
man J. A. Krug of the production board, 
when he says: 


"The danger confronting us is, as I see it, 


that we will overlook the natural resilience 
of the economy, the capacity of manufac- 
turers, wholesalers and retailers to adapt 
themselves to changed conditions and hence 
quickly to utilize the resources released from 
munitions production. If we were to attempl 
in Washington to see that every manufac- 
turer, wholesaler or retailer got his cxad 
share of relaxed manpower and materials 
we would be lost in a myriad of rules and 
regulations. We would get in the way of 
reconversion, rather than speed it." 
- All in all, government and business have 
got along surprisingly well in these difficult 
war times by a mutual spirit of give and 
take, flavored with a reasonable amount ol 
patriotism. 


HELP FROM HOOVER 


It was presumably more than a gesture 


when President Truman called in former 
President Hoover to discuss big problems ol 
the war and Die peace. By another year, 
more or less, such problems will be coming 
at this nation in a shower—or maybe a storm 
doud—from many directions. Reconstruc- 
tion may be almost as diflicult as the war 
itself. And expert help should be welcomed, 
at Washington and elsewhere, from all pos- 
sible sources. 


The most immediate problems of a civilian 


nature will be fowl, clothing and medical 
help. In such matters Mr. Hoover is an ex- 
pert. He is nlso. as usual, cafier lo render 
public service. The nation and Ihc shattered 
world will welcome his sen-iocs.

a desire to debate wllh me, at the expense or the 
Communist "New Masses" on the subject, "Is Com- 
munism a Menace?" 
Obviously, he anticipated 


what I would say. The debate was actually held 
on March 21, 1943. 


I was puzzled. The Communisls usually boo 


and hiss me. This time they were quite decent lo 
me; apparently the word had Kone out to lay off, 
and with amazinj; discipline, the Comrades obeyed. 
It was not until Mr. Browder's rebuttal that I 
realized that IBrawdcr was utilizing this debate to 
declare a new policy, a new party line. The Com- 
munists had Rone capitalist and patriotic. True, lie 
sai'd that he was not for "our country rijjhl or 
wrong," but he did demand that the country be 
right. 


He said this: 
"We discussed the merils of Communism today 


not to raise the issue that we propose America 
shall now change over to the road of Communism 
or Socialism. America is involved in a war of sur- 
vival which she enters as a capitalist nation. No 
one is more clear on this question than the Com- 
munisls of the United States—that America must 
win this war as a capitalist nation. This war Is 
not for Communism or Socialism in the United 
States; this war will not brine Socialism or Com- 
munism to the United States. Socialism for this 
country could arise as a result of this war only if 
America failed to do her part in this war. ' But 
America, participating in Ihe common victory of 
the United Nations as a capitalist country,'will 
enter the postwar world with capitalism having 
gained the credit of being able to participate in 
the survival of this country and will have a belter 
chance of survival before Ihe democratic court of 
opinion of the American people, which verdict will 
be rendered after the war and on the basis o£ ex- 
perience." 


And. this: 
"We are nerfcctlv willing to support a capital- 


ism in the United Stales after the war which is 
compatible with the interests of the people and 
which takes into account the necessary problems 
of the people. ..." 


To which I replied: 
"I thinlc we have achieved something of dis- 


tinction today. Mr. Browder made a speech—an 
eloquent speech—for the survival of the capitalist 
system which I think would do .iuslicc to any 
capitalist and which no one would have believed 
had he not heard it. Of course we believe lhat the 
capitalist system will survive in this country out 
of this war. Our concern is Hint the war is bcin» 
used by elements in this country to effect 
very 


slowly and gradually a distortion which may im- 
peril the survival of the American way of life. . . ." 


That was the first public announcement that 


the American Communists had gone 
American. 


Karl Marx and Nicholai Lenin were replaced by 
Thomas Jefferson and Tom Paine. The "Inter- 
nationale" gave way to Ihe "Star Spangled Ban- 
ner. 
"The Daily Worker" remembered the birth- 


day of Abraham Lincoln. In fact, the Communists 
became blistcringly patriotic and the 
Army re- 


sponded by permitting them to become military 
persecuting noble souis. 


Well, all that is over with now. 
The Com- 


munisls have now formally discarded their Ameri- 
can disguise. They have been called lo heel by the 
Third International (The Comintern) and dutifully 
they have admitted error. .Thcmas Jefferson was 
•all a mistake and Earl L'rowder should not have 
made it. No Sh! lie shouH not have advertised 
so ardently Howard Fast's voluminous works of 
Tom Paine. Communists should stick to Marx anc 
Engels. Lenin and Stalin and keep away from such 
bad company as Andrew Jackson! 


The most amazing feature in all this business 


Is how subservient these people can be A French 
Communist, apparently on orders from Moscow, 
bawls them out. Instead of standing up and say- 
ing that they know more about their own country 
than this Frenchmen or even Stalin, they cave in 
and beg to be permitted lo curse themselves even 
to stoop lo their vulgarity, to spit into'thei'r own 
laces. It is a spectacle!

the case may be.
